HEE Soviet Union's offer of a 
non-agrression pact to Nor- 
way potes an urgent question 
to the United States and the

There is an 
honourable tradition at any rabe at 
the English’ Bar,.that even a man 
who .may be busy with different 
cases, if he undertakes and js callec 
upon to defend the meanest criminal 
charged with a crime, | Is bound 
to give his. own personal attention 
to that work, odious and un- 
remuncrative as it may be, to the 
exclusion of all other business 
coming his way. And in what 
spirit should it. be discharged? 
It is, 1 venture to say, 
essentin) to the cause of justice In 
denling with any charge of scrious 
crime that the service of a min pro- 
fessionally « trained sttduld be avail- 
able to defend those who are accused; 
such o helper Js needed to make sure 
thut the most Is made of every flaw 
and of every gap In the net which 
seems to be closing round the un- 
happy man; and thus you may secure 
that oll shall Be said on the accused's 
behalf which the accused could pro- 
perly say if he were not embarrassed 
in his ‘situation and thercby pre- 
vented from speaking.’ I am afraid 
there are occasions when the full 
measure of this duty is not observed; 
it cannot be too strongly emphasised 
that when cases clash it is the de- 
fence In a criminal case-that-ough! 
not to be left.” 
JURY'S INFERENCE 

“That sumsup my duty,” Mr Chen 
declarat, “I have been accused of 
-heing lacking in courage, but with 
the tradition of the English Bar, the 
grent traditions, hundreds of years 
old, I am not afraid of Policemen. 
Regarding my Jeared friend, I'won't

HUMBLE BEGINNING . 


But the FA Cup had a vary humble 
beginning. On October 16, 1871, the 
Football Associaton held a mecting 
at which it wns agnced to purchase 
for the colossal sum of £25, a’ Cup 
to be competed for by clubs belong- 
tng to the Association. . 

The competition ' attracted § tho 
stgqeering number of 15 entries, and 
the Cup finolly went to the amateur 
{eam, The Wanderers. The’ match, 
ineldentally, was played on the now 
famous cricket ground, the Oval. 
before ‘n crowd of 2,000. - 

In those carly days an cup-tie was 
conaldered so unimportant that In the 
1873-74 season, the captains of the 
old SheMeld Club and Shropshire 
Wanderers tossed for the right_ to 
take part in the second round. His- 
tory records that Shropshire won 


In 1884, when Queen's ‘Park, the 
famous’ Scottish Club, made the 
fourncy south to play Blackburn 
Rovers .in the Cup Final, 12,000 
scconlo saw the -gamo—tha _ first 
Instance on recor ot a five-figure 
attendance. But in 1885, when pro- 
fessfonalism becnmo legal, the Cup 
took on a new lease of life, ond 
attendance Naures and gate receipts 
mounted steadily towards the pre- 
sent day totals. :

Washington, Feb. 8.—The current situation in 


Europe was 


“vastly more encouraging than it was’ 


two years ago,” Mr Dean Acheson, U.S. Secretary of 


State, declared today. 


He claimed that the major cause of ‘this was the 


European Recovery Programme. 


“T believe that no 


one can fail-to see the connection between the revival 
of the national life of a group of countries and the 


ability to protect the fruits of their labours,” he said. 


Mr Acheson was testifying in 
support -of a continuation of 
the: Europenn Recovery Pro- 
‘gramme before a joint session 
of the Senate and House Foreign 
Affairs Committees. 


He did net mention clther the 
North Atlantid Pact-or the pro- 
posed United States milltary ald 
programme to Europe by name, 
but said: “It is for this reason and 
for the furtherance’ of the security 
of the United Stntes that we are 
now considering how best we can 
assist furthering the sense of  se- 
curlty in Europe.” 


He raid: “There has been no ad~ 
vance Jn totalitarianism an the con- 
tInent of Europe. The {ree , com- 
munity of Europe -has not only held 
Its own but it has — during thls 

criod made great strides forward. 


“Within the participating countrics 
there has ‘been a rebirth of faith in 
the vilality of the democratic system 
and its ability to deal with postwar 
problems.” 


Mr Acheson claimed that in every 
recent important election the people 
of Europe had “vigorously reallirmed 
their adherence to the principles of 
individual freedom and governments 
based on constitutional restralnts.”

lective security,”" Mr Acheson de- 
reribed the Brussels Pact as “o 
strilding mantfestatlon of the resolve 
of the signntory countries to defend

“This pact was warmly welcomed 
by this country 
contribution to recovery and no 
heartening indication of returning 
strength and confidence to Western 
Europe.

The Secretary of State  utged 
patience on those who wanted rapld 
unity in Europe. “Progress towards 
political association will, of necessity, 
tnke time," he said. 


Mr Acheson claimed that there 
have, however, been slynifcant steps 
twwards the “eventan vettop = 
of a clos¢r political union. In this 
connection, he referred to the work 
of the Organisation for European 
Economic Co-operation and the 
erention of a Council of Europe ns 
well as the Brussels Pact. 

“Our role must be to encourage and 
support these efforts. The worst of 
all courses would be to relax our 
efforts and allow the momentum of 
achievement to diminish.’—Reuter.
